Tfxt of the Lesson, Mark 12:1-12— 


Memory 
Verses, 
Mark 
12:29-31— 


Golden Text, Mark 12:17—Commen- 
tary Prepared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


Although the lesson verses assigned » 


to us are but few out of this chapter, I j 
feel led to consider the whole chapter, ' 
and this we will endeavor to do. The 
purable of the wicked husbandman, the 
topic of lesson verses 1-12, was one of 
many parables which he spoke to them 
during that last week, in all of which 
they might have seen themselves and 
their treatment of him, if they had eyea 
to see, and ears to hear, and were not 
so utterly blind and denf. The parable 
of the two sons (Matt. 21:28-32), In. 
which he taught that It was easier to I 
suve the openly wicked than self-right-1 
eous people, was probably spoken just I 
before the parable of our lesson, which ' 
Is found also In Matt. 21 and Luke 20, j 
and clearly sets forth Israel's treat- 
ment of him as the Lord of the vine-1 
yard. In Isa. 5:7 is it written "the 
vineyard of the Lord of Hosts is the 
house of Israel, and the men of Judah 
his pleasant 
plant," and he asks 


"What conld huve been done more to 
my vineyard, that I have not done in 
it?" yet Instead of fruit he only re- 
ceived wild grapes. The situation is 
summed up In 2 Chron. 36:15, 10, 
where it is written that although he 
I 


had compassion on his people, and on | 
his dwelling place, and zealously sent, 
them many messengers, they mocked | 
the messengers of God, and despised j 
his words, and misused his prophets, I 
until the wrath of the Lord arose' 
against his people, tilt there was no 
remedy. 
Then followed the seventy 


years' captivity (2 Chr. 36:23). In the 
pnrnble of today's lesson the story is 
brought down to his own time, and the 
rejection of himself as the well-beloved 
sou and heir, aud the consequent Riv- 
ing of tho vineynrd to others (vss. 6-9). 
In Matt. 21 :43 his sayiutf is "The king- 
dom of God shall be token from you, 
and given to a nation bringing forth 
the fruits thereof," so that Israel has 
lost something which might have been 
hor.s, and yet he has not cast her oft 
forever. See Rom. 11 : 1, 12 ; 15 : 25, 26. 
It wns all foreseen and fnretold, and the 
n-.i"OtPd stone of Israel has become the 
el1 iri'h's one foundation, and when the 
church has been completed, and pre- 
sented to himself, a 'glorious church, 
not having spot or wrinkle, or any such 
thintr, then shall he coine as the stone 
wi.-hout hands, and break in piecps nil 
kingdoms, and set up his, own kingdom, 
w)inh shall never be destroyed. Vss. 
K. 12; I Cor. 3:11; Eph. 3:27; Dan. 
2:44, 45.) Sec also Ps. 118:22. 


In verses 13-34, the, Pharisees and 


Hijrodians, and the Sadducees, and the 
sci .lies, all seek to entangle him in 
hi-- talk, and catch him in his words. 
Hew utterly unbearable would all t,uch 
conduct b.s to all but himself, yet he 
Ciiine to save even such as these, but 
they would not have him. 


(following the parable of the vine- 


yard it is probable that he spoke the 
parable of the marriage of the king's 
son (Mutt. 22:1-4), in which he set 
forth their rejection of all his provision 
for them. As to the Sadducees, who 
did not believe in any resurrection 
no- in angels nor spirits (vs. 18; Acts 
2D S) and who came with their foolish 
qi. '<>tion about the woman who had 
seven husbands; his answer to them 
wns, "Ye do err, not ku^ing the 
Pci iptures, nor the power of God" (vs. 
24 and Matt. 12:2')). Although in the 
resurrection there 'will he neither mar- 
rying, nor giving In marriage, he did 
not say that those who ore specially 
dear to each other here will not be as 
dear there; and I like to think of the 
way ho loved to reunite families down 
hi-re ntul gi\e buck their loved ones, 
as in the cnse of Jalrus, the widow, 
and Bethany. As to those whom we 
call dend being now alive, and in due 
time the resurrection of their bodies, 
see vss. 25-27. The question of the 
scribe seemed more honest, and he 
M'omod to understand in some meas- 
ure. but there is no contradiction in our 
Lord's reply to the great truth that the 
law ciimmt give life, and that t'hrist 
is the end of the law for righteousness 
to e\i>ry ono thnl bt-lieveth (vss.
